The mmpns started over the repub- 


lican lo'yalty resolution which was 
agreed to in the republican caucus and 
paused tho assembly1- early, last .week, 
In -the lower house Assemblyman Jolin 
F. Donnelly, Milwaukee, offered an au- 
ti-La Follette amendment, but it was 
defeated by a vote, of 76 to 15, and the 
measure then went, to 
the senate. 


When it reached the senate Perry of. 
fered his anti-La Follette arfendment 
and the bill went over from, day to day, 
until It came time for adjournment on 
Saturday, when it was the last thing 
to come up for consideration. 


During Saturday an attempt 


made to have tbo resolution recalled to 
the assembly, but tho house members 
refused. 
Perry, insisted- on his amend- 


ment .and -when the matter was about 
to come to a vote, Eubcr, who had 
served in the executive office when La 
toilette was governor^arose'to the de- 
fense of La Follette. 


Huber's speech fully covered La Fol-

Premier Lloyd-George and if he speaks he may take < 
this opportunity to state Germany's case once more. 


Russia, as represented by the Bolsheviki govern- 


ment, has agreed to the German peace, for the second 
time within a week. After the first agreement the Bol- 
sheviki decided -to' fight but the military activity on 
their part apparently did not halt the German invas- 


ion. 
Germany, as a result of the Bolsheviki attempt to 


wage war, increased her terms in the last peace ulti- 
matum which virtually cuts off from Russian domina- 
tion all western territory added to Great Russia since 
the time of Peter the Great. 


Except in Livenia and Esthonia where small de- 


tachments made slight resistance, the Germans are 
progressing unhampered along the entire line from the 
Gulf of Finland to the Ukraine. In the north they are 
approaching Reval, the naval base, and in the south 
Minsk is 45. miles behind the invading troops. 
The 


Bolsheviki commander, Ensign Krylenko, has asked 
the German staff if Russia's acceptance of peace terms 
does not revive the armistice broken a week ago by the 
advance on Dvinsk. 


There has been no increase in the fighting activity 


on the western and Italian fronts. British troops have 
repulsed German raiding parties in the Ypres sector, 
while the artillery has been active north of Arras. On 
the French front there have been intense artillery duels 
at several points along the line from Verdun to Switz- 
erland. 


Large troop movements behind the German lines' 


at night are reported from the American sector north- 
west of Toul. The artillery bombardment there has 
been most intense. Little damage was done by the 
German gunfire. Attempts by German patrols to reach 
the American trenches were futile. 


American troops aided their French brothers in 


arms in the raid last Saturday morning north of the 
Ailette river in the Chemin des Dames sector. 
The 


German lines were penetrated and two German officers 
20 men and one machine gun were brought back by the 
raiders.

What Constitutes a .Treasonable Act?

Should Capita! be excused for its actions more than a common la- 


borer or farmer? 


Is it not jnst as treasonable and unpardonable of great Capitalists, 


who are refusing to loan money to farmers, unless they now receive the 
most exorbitant rates of interest, for short-time loans of their money 
(now, in our great national emergency, refusing to assist agriculture 
play her great part, as well as the soldiers at the front, to win this ter- 
rible world war), as it is for a soldier to abandon his trench and his 
gun?
